On August 6, 2018, the Federal Election Commission (the “Commission”) notified your
client, New Republican PAC and Julie Dozier in her official capacity as treasurer (the
“Committee™) of a complaint alleging violations of certain sections of the Federal Election
Campaign Act of 1971, as amended.

On June 12, 2019, the Commission found, on the basis of the information in the
complaint, and information provided by your client, that there is-no reason to believe the
Committee violated 52 U.S.C. § 30119(a)(2) by knowingly soliciting federal contractor
contributions. Accordingly, the Commission closed its file in this matter.

Documents related to the case will be placed on the public record within 30 days. See
